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THE  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


The  Second  Annual  Meeting  of  tbe  Northwestern  Fkeedmen's  Aid 
OoMiMissiON  was  held  in  Bryau  Hall,  Chicago,  ou  Thursday  evening,  April 
13th,  18G5. 

The  President  being  detained  by  illness,  Rev.  R.  W,  Patterson,  D.  D., 
Yice-President  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  occupied  the  chair. 

After  prayer  by  Rev.  Z.  M.  PIumiDhrey,  D.  D.,  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  was  read  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  Rev.  J.  R. 
Shiphcrd. 

The  congregation  joined  in  a  spirited  rendering  of  old  "Coronation' — 

"All  hail,  the  power  of  Jesus'  name," 

and  were  then  addressed  by  Rev.  S.  H.  Nichols,  pastor  of  the  New  England 
Congregational  Church. 

A  collection  followed,  and  another  hymn;  after  which,  the  second  address 
was  made  by  Hon.  E.  C.  Earned,  who  was  followed  by  Rev.  Robert  M.  Hat- 
field, pastor  of  the  Wabash  Avenue  M.  E.  Church,  recently  of  Brooklyn, 
New  York. 

The  addresses  were  eloquent  and  earnest  in  an  unusual  degree,  and  elicited 
frequent  and  hearty  applause. 

After  the  doxology,  the  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Rev.  Dr.  Haven, 
of  the  Chicago  Theological  Seminary. 

The  exercises  as  a  whole  more  than  met  the  expectations  cherished,  and 
produced  a  very  favorable  impression  upon  the  audience. 


BUSINESS    MEETING. 

On  Friday  afternoon,  at  five  o'clock,  the  Annual  Business  Meeting  was 
held  in  the  Lecture  Room  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church. 

Rev.  Dr.  Patterson  was  called  to  the  chair,  and  Rev.  J.  R.  Shipherd  was 
made  Secretary. 

After  prayer  by  Rev.  "W.  C.  Jackson,  a  ballot  was  had,  resulting  in  the

The  action  taken  by  the  late  Board  of  Directors  in  reference  to  a  consoli- 
dation of  ^Ve.<tern  Freedmen's  Aid  Associations,  was  approved,  and  full 
authority  was  vested  in  the  new  Board,  to  take  such  further  steps  as  might 
ficcm  wise. 

After  some  informal  consultation,  the  meeting  adjourned.

THE  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Directors  of  the  Northwestern  Frecdmea's  Aid  Commission,  upon  the 
return  of  the  Annual  Meeting,  respectfully  report: 

GENERAL   POLICY. 

The  aim  of  the  Directors  has  been  to  alleviate  the  sufferings  of  the  Freed 
people,  incident  to  their  now  and  embarrassing  condition,  pending  the  termi- 
nation of  the  war,  and  the  restoration  of  stable  social  relations  ;  and  at  the 
same  time  to  encourage  them  to  aspire  at  once  to  a  higher  plane  of  living, 
than  the  masses  of  the  poor  attain. 

RELIEF    AGENCIES. 

We  have  afforded  relief  to  the  more  destitute,  as  means  and  opportunity 
have  permitted,  by  opening  and  sustaining,  or  by  aiding  to  sustain 

Temporary  Homes,  Industrial  Schools,  and 

Orphan  Asylums,  Hospitals ; 

in  addition  to  the  more  usual  visitation  of  the  needy  at  their  camps  and 
cabins  by  teachers,  and  by  special  relief  agents  supplied  vyith  stores  of  cloth- 
ing for  the  imperfectly  clad,  of  wholesome  food  for  the  feeble  and  infirm,  and 
of  medicines,  in  some  instances,  for  the  sick. 

EDUCAJIONAL    AGENCIES. 

The  persistent  endeavor  of  the  former  oppressors  of  these  people  to  prevent 
the  information  of  their  minds,  has  reacted  with  remarkable  effect,  developing 
in  them  an  eagerness  for  useful  knowledge,  unparalleled,  perhaps,  in  the 
history  of  freed  peoples. 

Responding  to  this  most  encouraging  demand,  teachers  have  been  sent  to 
accessible  localities,  to  cities,  to  military  posts,  to  industrial  camps,  and  to 
regiments  of  colored  troops.  At  all  these  places  they  have  been  cordially 
welcomed  by  the  freed  people,  and  in  most  instances  by  the  military 
authorities. 

The  goodwill  of  the  permanent  white  residents,  many  of  whom  were  holders 
of  slaves  before  the  war,  was  nor  counted  upon,  and  has  not  been  gained. 
But  for  the  strong  arm  of  the  military  power,  our  teachers  would  have  suffered 
every  outrage  that  malice  could  devise.  And  unless  a  large  inflow  of  North- 
ern immigration  immediately  after  the  war,  shall  better  the  tone  of  public 
opinion,  it  is  not  hazardous  to  predict  the  serious  interruption  of  educational 


eniorprises.  The  body  of  slayery  lias  been  killed,  but  its  epirit  will  not  die 
80ouer  than  the  prc«eut  gcneriition. 

Tenchers  hnve  experienced  in  various  metx^'u^es  the  inconveniences  of  life 
pn  the  thenter  of  war,  but  none  have  died  in  our  service,  nor  have  any  been 
•eriousiy  injured. 

Large  supplies  of  elementary  school-books,  of  maps,  of  apparatus,  and  of 
schoolroom  furniture,  in  addition  to  necessary  household  furniture  for  teach- 
ers' residences,  have  been  purchased  and  forwarded,  and  the  most  gratifying 
testimonials  to  the  wisdom  and  economy  of  these  investments  have  been 
returned.  Teachers  but  partially  furnished  with  such  apparatus,  find  their 
usefulness  much  impaired.  A  rea.sonable  liberality  in  meeting  the  con- 
ditions of  personal  comfort,  has  been  equally  approved  by  experience ; 
while  every  care  has  been  taken  to  prevent  unnecessary  expenditure  and 
waste. 

ENCOl'BAaiNG    STATE    OF    PUBLIC    SENTIMENT. 

The  experiences  of  the  war  have,  ns  it  is  well  known,  opened  the  eyes  of 
thousands  to  the  real  interest  of  the  nation  in  the  well-being  of  the  National 
Freednien.  A  most  gratifying  readiness  to  respond  to  the  appeals  of  the 
Coumissiou  has,  from  the  beginning,  been  manifest:  it  has  only  been  neces- 
sary to  make  a  satisfactory  statement  of  the  real  need,  and  to  furnish  reason- 
able assurance  that  contributions  would  be  honestly  appropriated  in  relief,  to 
secure  a  generous  response.  The  demand  for  full,  precise  and  authentic 
information,  however,  has  been  constant  and  growing,  and  systematic  agen- 
cies for  the  diffusiiin  of  such  information  have  proven  thoroughly  economical. 
Among  these  agencies,  the  bi-monthly  ujagaziue  has  been  prominently  useful: 
and  will  hereafter  be  issued  monthly. 

THE    EXTENT    OK    THE    FIELD. 

We  have  now  ojjerations  in  every  state  in  the  Valley  of  the  Mississippi, 
between  Kansas  and  the  Gulf,  viz.,  in 

Ktinsas,  Illinois,  Tennessee,  Mississippi, 

Missouri,  Kentucky,  Arkansas,  Louisiana. 

For  details  pertaining  to  the  several  localities,  reference  is  made  to  the 
report  of  iho  General  Field  Agent,  which  will  soon  be  published. 

BUANCIIES    ANII    Al'XILIAKlES. 

A  Htatc  Commission  was  organized  in  Michigan  some  months  since,  with  the 
Tcnernblc  Dr.  Duflield  as  its  I'resident,  and  Kev.  II.  L.  Dox  as  Corresponding 
Seorciary,  which  has,  by  energy  and  elliciency,  won  a  very  creditable  name. 
It  in  known  as  the  Michiumi  Itranch  of  the  Northwestern  Commission,  and 
operatcH  in  part  independently.     Its  relief  agencies  are  active  in  Kansas. 

At  (juiiicy,  in  this  Hlate,  a  local  society  of  ladies,  largely  aided  by  benevo- 
lent and  patriotic  gentlemen,  has  accomplished  a  very  great  and  good  work. 


The  society  was  first  organized  on  an  independent  footing,  but  subsequently 
became  auxiliary  to  this  Commission,  from  •whose  treasury  it  has  been  freely 
aided.  By  its  own  efTorts,  with  the  local  aid  alluded  to,  some  fifteen  thousand 
dollars  in  goods  and  money  have  been  collected  and  distributed  to  the  needy, 
or  invested  for  their  advantage.  When  it  is  remembered  that  the  popular 
sentiment  of  the  city  of  Quincy  and  the  a<ljaccnt  country  is  by  no  means 
favorable  to  the  beneficiaries  of  this  society,  so  large  a  measure  of  success  is 
seen  to  imply  most  self-sacrificing  effort  on  the  part  of  a  few. 

The  Society  of  Friends  in  Iowa  perfected  an  auxiliary  relation  with  this 
Commission  some  months  since,  upon  satisfactory  terms,  but  subsequently 
requested  leave  to  withdraw  from  it  in  favor  of  a  central  denominational 
organization. 

We  have  now  187  local  auxiliaries,  some  of  which  are  very  efficient. 

ENLAKGEMENT    BY    CONSOLIDATION. 

Overtures  are  in  process  of  negotiation,  looking  to  the  consolidation  of 
kindred  associations  in  the  AVest,  upon  mutually  advantageous  terms.  The 
hnppiest  results  are  anticipated  from  the  fruition  of  these  negotiations, — 
such  as  increased  dignity,  strength,  economy  and  efficiency.  A  similar 
movement  is  already  far  advanced  among  Eastern  associations,  although  each 
movement  had  an  independent  origin. 

GENERAL  EESULTS  ATTAINED. 

The  general  results  already  attained  are  in  the  highest  degree  encouraging. 
The  labor  and  money  invested,  although  more  promptly  rewarded  in  some 
instances  than  in  others,  have  never  seemed  vainly  spent ;  and  in  many 
instances  have  brought  the  harvest  to  the  very  hand  of  the  sower.  The 
wonderful  readiness  of  a  large  proportion  of  both  young  and  old  to  receive 
wholesome  and  useful  instruction;  the  remarkable  eagerness  to  follow  any 
honorable  occupation  which  shall  furnish  well-earned  bread  for  the  hands 
that  eat  it;  the  rich  religious  instincts  and  impulses,  waiting  like  the  virgin 
prairies,  only  the  good  seed  of  sound  doctrine:  these  and  kindred  facts,  sub- 
stantial and  general,  more  than  compensate  for  the  exceptional  dulness  and 
waywardness  of  the  few,  and  abundantly  justify  the  deliberate  declaration  of 
an  intelligent  observer,  who  aifirmed  his  belief  that  ^^  the  icork  of  Christian 
benevolence  among  the  National  Freedmen  is  the  cheapest  charity  of  the  age.'" 

HONORABLE    MENTION. 

The  work  of  this  Commission  has  largely  fallen  within  the  limits  of  the 
Department  over  which  Col.  John  Eaton,  jr.,  exercises  military  supervision 
of  Freedmen's  affairs.  The  embarrassments  of  his  onerous  and  discouraging 
work  not  unnaturally  led  to  misapprehensions,  on  the  part  of  the  teachers 
and  agents  of  this  and  of  other  Commissions.  Grievances  unredressed, 
requests   unacceded   to,    authority  necessarily   used,  became   each   in   turn 
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occa-Mons  of  remark.  Interostol  parties  were  not  wanting  to  make  use  of 
differences.  It  is  unquestionably  true  that  Mr.  Eaton  is  but  a  man,  and  that 
bis  Hubordinales  arc  but  men.  It  is  clear  that  his  administration  might 
conceivably  be  more  successful ;  but  upon  a  recent  and  very  careful  exami- 
nation of  the  essential  facts  in  issue,  the  Directors  judge  it  their  duty  to 
pronounce  on  behalf  of  this  Commission  a  cordial  commendation  of  an 
administration  honorably  distinguished  for  fidelity  to  the  frcedman,  for 
generous  courtesy  to  benevolent  associations  and  their  representatives,  for 
intelligence,  prudence,  economy  and  scrupulous  honesty. 

The  Directors  desire  also  to.  express  the  very  favorable  opinion  they  have 
formed  of  the  administration  of  Freedmen's  aflfairs  in  Kansas,  as  conducted 
by  Mr.  J.  U.  Brown,  of  Leavenworth.  Without  rank,  pay,  or  promise  of 
reward,  having  only  the  permission  of  the  U.  S.  Sanitary  Commission,  which 
has  the  good  fortune  to  employ  his  best  energies,  and  the  sanction  of  the 
General  Commanding  the  Department,  he  has,  in  addition  to  duties  already 
burdensome,  voluntarily  assumed  large  responsibilities,  and  most  creditably 
executed  taskful  trusts,  for  thousands  who  would  else  have  suffered  distresses 
more  painful  than  death  itself.

Fiom  the  report  of  the  General  Field  Agent,  it  appears  that  the  entire 
number  of  Teachers  and  Relief  Agents  commissioned  has  been  118.  Of  whom 
there  have  been  relieved  from  service,  by  expiration  of  engagement  and  other- 
wise, 47  ;  leaving  in  the  field,  at  this  date,  an  effective  force  of  71. 

CONCLUSION. 

For  the  many  marks  of  Divine  favor  which  have  constantly  attended  the 
progress  of  our  undertaking,  we  are  devoutly  thankful.  For  the  high  privi- 
lege of  assisting,  if  but  indirectly,  in  facilitating  the  noble  generosity  of  the 
friends  of  the  Freedmen,  we  desire  to  express  grateful  acknowledgments. 

And  now,  with  the  near  prospect  of  an  honorable  and  a  lasting  peace,  in 
the  safe  sunlight  of  which  all  the  loyal  and  industrious  may  eat  their  own 
bread  in  quietness  and  without  fear,  we  resign  to  our  constituency  the  trust 
generously  confided  to  us  for  the  term  expiring ;  assured  that  so  good  a  work 
so  well  begun,  will  not  be  stayed  until  the  entire  reorganization  of  society  at 
the  South,  shall  enable  each  community  to  provide  for  its  own. 

The  cessation  of  the  war  will  open  to  us  large  extents  of  territory  hitherto 
inaccessible,  and  for  at  least  a  year,  will  treble  the  demands  upon  our  treasury. 
Not  less  than  a  quarter  of  a  million  of  dollars  in  money  should  be 
at  our  disposal  during  the  next  twelve  months.  Nor  will  this  be  a  sum 
burdensome  to  Northwestern  benevolence.  There  being  no  further  de- 
mand for  bounty  monies,  or  subscriptions  to  new  loans  ;  nor,  after  a  little, 
for  contributions  to  the  Sanitary  and  Christian  Commissions,  this  temporary 
care  of  the  National  Freedmen  will  be  the  chief  National  charity  remaining; 
and  with  the  recruitment  of  all  branches  of  productive  industry  by  the  thou- 
sands of  artizans  returning  from  the  disbanded  armies,  the  ability  to  give  will 
be  as  rapidly  increasing  as  the  number  of  cliai'itable  objects  will  be  diminish- 
ing. To  the  royal  generosity  of  those  whose  gifts  have  never  yet  been 
meagerly  measured  or  reluctantly  offered,  we  confidently  look  for  the  means 
of  doing  a  work  within  the  coming  year  which  shall  be  a  shining  illustration 
of  the  purest  philanthropy,  the  wisest  patriotism,  and  the  truest  Christianity

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GENERAL   SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT. 

Rev.  J.  R.  Suipiikrd,  Corresponding  Secretary  N.  W.  F.  A.  C: 

The  following  report  will  give  a  general  view  of  your  operations  in  the  field, 
as  far  as  they  have  come  under  ray  immediate  inspection. 

In  the  beginning  of  July  last,  I  entered  on  the  field  assigned  me,  and  made 
a  thorough  examination  of  the  stations  occupied  by  your  teachers  during  the 
preceding  four  monihs.  I  found  some  of  the  schools  broken  up,  or  suspended 
for  the  holidays,  or  abandoned  through  sickness  of  the  teachers,  the  raidings 
of  the  guerrillas,  or  the  military  removal  of  camps.  Many  of  our  teachers 
,  were  at  (he  outset  unfavorably  located  ;  few  had  permanent  posts,  and  owing 
to  the  unsettled  state  of  military  affairs,  much  time  was  Tvasted  in  moving 
from  place  to  place;  yet  a  considerable  supply  of  clothing  was  distributed, 
arid  much  physical  distress  alleviated. 

Many  schools  in  camps  and  corrals  were  commenced,  which,  by  their 
workings,  soon  made  manifest  what  class  of  teachers  was  needed  for  the 
field,  and  necessitated  the  removal  of  some  who  were  unfitted  for  it. 

My  efi'orts  were  first  directed  to  the  selection  of  hopeful  fields  of  labor; 
and  upon  investigation,  large  towns  and  cities,  where  the  people  were  gathered 
in  thousands — where  they  were  within  military  lines,  and  where  teachers 
could  have  good  school  buildings  and  safe  residences,  seemed  the  most 
desirable.  The  carrying  out  of  our  plan  appeared  at  first  to  be  intruding 
into  fields  already  occupied  by  other  Commissions,  but  examination  soon 
eliowcd  that  there  was  sufficient  room  and  work  for  all,  and  even  more  than 
all  could  do. 

It  was  to  be  anticipated  at  the  beginning  of  an  undertaking  of  such  magni- 
tude and  difficulty,  tliat  mistakes  would  inevitably  occur.  Teachers  would 
be  gent  where  they  were  not  needed;  some,  unreliable,  of  feeble  health,  or 
with  hearts  unconsccrated  to  the  work,  would  find  their  way  into  the  field, 
and  prove  a  burden  to  the  Commission  ;  while  the  changes  necessitated  by 
unwholesome  locations,  guerrillas,  military  movemeuts,  etc  ,  would  incur  a 
loss  of  time  and  funds:  yet  the  result  has  been  far  more  satisfactory  than 
could  have  been  hoped  at  the  beginning.  One  year  ago,  we  had  in  the  field 
but  twenty  five  or  thirty  teachers,  and  these,  owing  to  the  many  trials 
attending  their  efforts,  were  employed  to  much  disadvantage.  Our  field  of 
labor,  too,  was  circuniBcribcd.  Now  all  is  changed.  Wc  occupy  in  force  the 
field  from  Cairo  to  New  Orleans,  and  from  Chattinooga  to  Fort  Leavenworth, 
KiinnaH,  and  have  Bcnt  into  the  work  one  hundred  and  eighteen  laborers. 
Wi!  then  had  access  to  11^,5(10  freed  people;  now  the  number  amounts  to 
7.'»i»,(l()().  Your  Siii)crinlenden(  has  gone  over  the  whole  valley  of  the  Missis- 
Bippi,  and  carefully  selected  the  ground  to  be  occupied.     Generals  command- 
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ing  Posts  and  Departments  have  been  visited  and  advised  with,  most  of  them 
manifesting  much  interest  in  the  work,  and  materially  aiding  our  agents. 
Superintendents  of  schools  and  of  frecdmen's  camps  have  become  accustomed 
to  their  duties,  and  discharge  them  'with  increasing  efficiency.  Better  iiouses 
in  which  to  teach,  have  been  granted,  and  more  thoroughly  qualified  teachers 
have  entered  the  field.  Since  the  opening  of  the  fall  campaign,  the  change  is 
visible.  Our  schools  are  full,  some  to  overflowing,  and  most  of  them  well 
supplied  with  books,  charts,  maps,  etc.  Our  teachers  are  in  steady  work, 
safe  within  military  lines,  the  children  regular  in  their  attendance,  and  the 
majority  making  commendable  progress.  Industrial  schools  are  beginning 
to  spring  up,  and  a  large  amount  of  clothing,  which  continues  to  be  for- 
warded, is  being  faithfully  distributed  by  our  teacliers  among  the  needy. 
The  camps  and  huts  of  the  negroes  are  visited  by  the  teachers;  they  also 
take  part  in  the  Sabbath  school,  and  thus  attach  their  pupils  more  closely. 
The  religious  element  in  the  negro  is  largely  developed ;  hence  their  confi- 
dence in  all  who  honestly  labor  for  their  spiritual  good.  The  teacher  who 
most  wisely  mingles  religious  with  secular  instruction,  who  visits  their  homes, 
and  opens  for  them  God's  word,  will  secure  their  warmest  love,  and  will  do 
most  effectually  the  work  which  this  Commission  has  in  view. 

It  is  pleasant  to  report  a  marked  improvement  in  the  grade  and  amount  of 
teaching  talent  now  offering  for  the  work.  It  is  indicative  of  a  bj-ight  future  for 
these  down- trodden  millions  to  whose  elevation  such  talent  is  so  freely  devoted. 

Colonel  Eaton's  change  of  residence  to  Memphis,  and  the  appointment  of 
Mr.  Cobb  as  Superintendent  of  Colored  Schools  in  tliat  city,  have  produced  a 
very  favorable  effect  upon  the  people  at  that  point.  Its  schools  may  now 
compare  favorably  with  any  on  tlie  river.  The  creation  of  a  tuition  fee  is 
awakening  a  wholesome  consciousness  of  independence  in  the  pupjls,  and  will 
ultimately  relieve  the  benevolence  of  the  North.  The  same  plan  is  on  trial  in 
the  other  Schools  of  the  Department,  and  is  working  well. 

At  Helena,  our  teachers  but  recently  began  work;  too  recently  to  have 
much  to  report. 

At  Vicksburg,  the  work  is  prospering ;  yet  much  remains  to  be  done. 
There  are  many  orphans  in  the  city,  and  unless  an  asylum  is  established 
there,  it  will  be  necessary  to  remove  them  to  some  other  point.  Our  teachers 
are  now  in  force  here,  and  I  anticipate  that  this  will  become  one  of  our  most 
interesting  fields  of  labor. 

The  Orphan  Asylum  at  Natchez  is  quite  prosperous,  and  wholly  creditable 
to  all  concerned.  It  has  become  a  refuge  for  more  than  a  hundred  little  ones, 
and  the  benefit  they  are  deriving  claims  for  the  Commission  the  gratitude  "of 
every  friend  of  the  negro.  Yet  while  much  attention  has  been  bestowed  upon 
this,  the  ^.iterests  of  education  in  the  city  generally  have  not  been  neglected, 
as  will  le  readily  acknowledged  by  all  visitors  to  tl-.e  Drayman  Hill  and 
Union  Schools. 
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The  establishnieut  of  a  seminary  at  New  Orleans,  somewhat  after  the  order 
of  M(.  Holyoke,  is  under  contemplation,  -with  a  view  to  fitting  colored  girls  to 
become  teachers  of  their  own  race. 

The  ques^tiou  is  often  uskcd,  "Docs  the  mulatto  show  more  character, 
mental  ability,  etc.,  than  the  black?"  I  reply:  Not  at  all,  other  things 
being  equal.  Some  of  the  most  intelligent  among  those  who  have  come  under 
my  observation  were  full-blood  negroes.  Some  of  the  bravest  soldiers,  the 
steadiest  under  fire,  the  most  enduring  on  the  march,  are  blacks.  Those  who 
have  been  household  slaves,  and  mingled  much  with  their  owners'  families, 
are  far  in  advance  of  the  field  hands;  and  in  morals,  industry  and  ability  for 
self-support,  compare  favorably  with  other  laboring  populations. 

The  majority  of  this  people  will  never  leave  the  South.  They  are  needed 
there,  and  are  better  understood  nnd  appreciated  than  at  the  North.  Educate 
and  christianize  them,  and  in  the  future  they  will  requite  the  South  for  the 
past — good  for  evil. 

STATIONS    AND    LABOREES.

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Artirlc  1.  Namk.  Tliis  Association  sliall  Ix'  called  the  "  Norlliwestcni  FreeUiiieu's  Aid 
Commission." 

Artirlc  2.  Objkct.  It  shall  he  the  object  of  the  ('ommiasion  to  put  f'ortli  efforts  in  harmony 
witli  the  operations  of  tlie  Federal  (Jovernment  for  the  improvement  of  tlio  ('olored  people, 
who  have  been  or  may  be  emancipated  In  our  country,  by  providinj?  ,supi)lies  to  meet  their 
physical  wants,  and  sending  and  sustaining  JOvansjelical  Christian  Teaeliers,  to  hibor  among 
them  for  their  intellectual  and  moral  elevation,  and  their  spiritual  welfare. 

Article  ,3.  DiKKCTOits  of  Commission.  The  Commission  sliall  consist  of  not  less  than  six- 
teen nor  more  tluin  twenty-two  directors,  including  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  who  shall 
l)p  a  director  r.v-offlcio;  at  least  two-thirds  of  whom  shall  reside  in  Chicago,  or  its  immediate 
vicinity,  and  not  more  than  three  directors  shall  belong  to  any  one  religious  denomination. 

Aiiirir  4.  Klection  OF  DiiiECTOKs.  The  Directors  shall,  alter  the  flrat  election  by  a  select 
meeting,  be  chosen  at  each  Annual  meeting  of  the  friends  of  the  Commission.  In  the  Annual 
Klection  of  Directors,  all  persons  having  p:i;d  into  the  Treasury  of  the  Board  tiie  sum  of  five 
dollars  ($5)  during  the  year  preceding  th  ■  election,  and  all  life  electors  having  been  made 
such  by  the  payment  of  twenty  dollars  ($2U)  at  one  time  into  the  Treasury,  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote;  and  the  annual  meeting  shall  he  held  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  on  the  second  Thursday 
evening  of  April,  of  each  year. 

Articlf  .').  Officf.rs.  The  officers  of  the  Commission  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-President, 
a  Trea.surer,  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  who  shall  be  chosen  an- 
nually by  the  Commission,  on  the  first  Monday  after  the  annual  meeting;  and  all  but  the 
Corresponding  Secretary  from  the  number  of  the  Directors. 

Ardrlt'  B.  Application  of  FuNns.  The  Commission  shall  faithfully  apply  all  funds  en- 
trusted to  their  care  exclusively  for  the  jjurposes  defined  in  Ibis  Constitution. 

ArtMf  7.  V.\CANCii!:s.  Vacancies  occurring  by  the  death,  resignation,  or  removal  of  Direc- 
tors or  Officers,  maybe  filled  by  the  Commission  for  the  remainder  of  the  year;  provided  that 
no  such  action  shall  be  taken  without  previous  notice  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Commission. 

Arti'lfH.  Amendments.  This  Constitution  maybe  altered  or  amended  onlj-  on  recom- 
mendation of  the  Commission,  and  at  an  annual  meeting,  by  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the 

electors  present.

The  work  which  Christian  Benevolence  has  undertaken  in  behalf  of  the  National  Fkeed- 
MEN,  is  not  a  work  of  months,  but  of  years.  With  much  deliberation,  expecting  wide  and 
protracted  emploj-ment,  this  Commission  has  put  its  hand  to  its  undertaking.  It  is  obvious 
that  upon  the  thorough  and  efficient  organization  of  Auxiliary  Bodies,  its  success  must  largely 
depend.    The  following  will  be  found  a  convenient  form  for  the  use  of  such  bodies: 

Constitution  of  the Freedmen's  Aid  Society. 

Article  1.    This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the Freedmen's  Aid  Society. 

Articled.  Its  object  shall  be  to  collect  money  and  supplies  for  the  relief  of  the  National 
Freedmen,  from  the  physical,  mental  and  moral  distress  in  which  they  are  found. 

Articlf 'i.  This  organization  will  co-operate  with  the  Northwestern  Freedmen's  Aid 
Commission,  so  long  as  said  Commission  shall  pursue  a  policy  satisfactory  to  the  luembers  of 
this  Society ;  and  during  this  co-operation,  this  Society  will  forward  its  collections  of  money 
and  supplies  as  the  Commission  may  suggest. 

Article  4.    Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society  by  contributing  to  its  funds. 

Article  0.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  of  gentlemen,  a  President,  Vice-President, 
Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  and  a  Canvassing  Committee  of  12  ladies,  who  shall,  jointly,  con- 
stitute a  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  efficiency  of  the  organization. 

Article  6.  The  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  deter- 
mine—not less  frequently  than  once  in  each  month. 

Article  7.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  meeting,  by  consent  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present,  and  the  Board  shall  have  power  to  fill  its  own  vacancies, 
occurring  between  the  times  of  the  regular  meetings. 

Article  S.    The  Annual  Meetings  of  this  Society  will  be  held  on  the day  of 

of  each  year,  for  the  election  of  officers  and  the  transaction  of  other  busine.ss. 
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Annual    and   I^ife  Klectoi-s. 

A  contribution  of  tivt-  ili)llar^  at  one  tina-  constitutes  the  ilonor  or  liis  noniint-e  an 
Klcctor  for  one  yeur. 

A  contribution  ollwenty  <lolliii>  lit  one  time  constitutes  the  donor  or  his  nominee  an 
Elector  for  Life. 

The  Hoard  of  Directors  is  iinniediatily  responsible  to  the  Electors,  who  desis^nafe  a 
new  Board  at  each  annual  meeting.    All  Elector*  receive  the  Uullktis  without  charge.

The  lerminiition  of  the  war.  Imwiver,  will  njien  up  the  entire  .Southern  territory,  and 
increase  the  number  of  our  beneliciai  iis  threefold. 

\\v  have  much  encourajjeun-nf,  however,  in  the  rapiilly  imijruviii'f  condition  of  those 
alreadv  aided,  and  the  prospect  ol  o|i]iortunities  for  sell'-belii  which  I'eaee  will  brinsj;  to 
all.  'I'he  need  of  physical  relief  is  not  as  great,  by  a  wide  betterment,  as  it  wa.-  a  year 
since.  The  opjiortunilies  tor  self-help  have  nuiltiplied.  iind  ha\e  in  all  instances  been 
eagerly  sei/ed.  A  number  of  our  schools  are  already  chielly  sustained  by  the  pnpils  iii- 
^tructed  in  them  ;  and  we  have  everv  reason  to  believe  that  a  year  or  two  more  ol  generous 
ai<t  will  sullice  to  set  the  four  milfions  of  Kreednieu  upon  a  creditable  footing  among 
Anierieun  kiikkmen.  Of  all  who  lay  chiiiu  to  the  National  charity,  they  ha\  e  thus  far 
chown  themselves  iiiuong  the  most  worthy  and  among  tlie  most  nuulest 

'Ihere  w  ill  \n-  need  during  the  coming'  w  inter  for  A\.\.  the  aiil  we  shall  be  abb;  to  render 
them,  inasnnn'h  as  the  harvest  siason  will  be  upon  tlieiu  befoie  many  will  have  oppor- 
tunity to  resume  the  regular  occupations  <d' peaceful  industry.  Eor 'schools,  very  large 
appropriations  are  ulreaily  asked:  and  for  the  whole  work,'  not  less  than  :r-3''.(Xi(>  per 
luunth,  during  the  next  twelve  inonlhs.  should  be  jiiovided. 

Jf  IIiIm  sum  should  seem  large,  let  the  total  figures  be  considered. 

It  is  eslinnited  that  since  the  beginning  of  the  war,  about  one  million  of  dollars  have 
been  e.vpended  by  all  societies  l",ast  and  West,  in  the-  reliif  of  the  I'reed  jicople.  'J"his 
aggregate  is  certainlv  as  large  as  the  truth:  and  ]irobabIv  much  larger. 

It  is  confident ly  believed  that  three  millions  more  will  sutlice  to  do  all  for  these  jieople 
that  benevolence  need  do,  to  carry  them  I'uirly  beyond  the  rinleness  of  their  violi-nt  tran- 
sition from  an  experience  of  opiuessiun  to  the  knowledge  of  freeilom  'I  hat  is,  the  nation 
ilischargen  its  obligations  to  \  iclims  w  honi  it  has  despoiled  for  two  hundred  years  by  a 
restitution  in  full  of  en*'  ilollnr  In  riirli! 

Are  tliere  any  to  call  this  a  large  repayment? 
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
